TARIFF LAW ATTACKED

Speaking at Des Moines, Dol- 
liver and Cummins Make It 
Clear That They Are Foes of 
the Republican Party as 
Managed at Present---Presi- 
dent Taft Not Spared. 


Des Moines, Iowa, May 19.—Ringing 
denunciation of the tariff bill and the 
men who planned it characterized the 
speeches of Senators Jonathan P. Dol- 
itver and Albert B. Cummins, who 
opened the progressive campaign in 
lowa tonight at the Coliseum. More 
than 10,000 progressives attended the 
meeting. 

The meeting tonight followed dis- 
trict conferences throughout the day, 
at which steps were taken to recon- 
strnet the other Cummins organiza- 
tions and to organize the state by 
counties and precincts. 

Even Taft Didu’t Escape. 

Even President Taft did not escape 
the sarcastic shafts of the two Iowa 
solons, while Senator Aldrich was 
named as the leader of corporate greed 
and avarice. Senator Polliver re- 
ferred to the president as the “titular 
leader” of the republican party, which 
meant. he said, “a good man surround- 


ef by people who knew exactly what 
they wanted.” ° 

Both senators sald if the republican 
party continued the policy advocated 
by the reactionary leaders it would 
spell ruin to the party. 

Hard Knocks for Aldrich.

Dolliver Analyzes Schedules. 


Senator Dolliver wasthe first speaker. 

Analyzing schedule by schedule, and 
item by item, the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
‘act, Senator Dolliver declared close 
scrutiny showsthat “so farasthe pub- 
lic is concerned, the tariff revision in 
fact carries rates as high or higher 
than the Dingley tariff law on meat 
articles of general use.in their finish- 
“ed condition.” 

“Most of the reductions,”’ 
senator, ‘“‘were sO trivial 
ridiculous and were either upon ar- 
ticles which we do not import to any 
extent, but on the contrary, export 
in enormous quantities, or were’ for 
the purpose of further protecting the 
manufacturer especially by reducing 
the duties on raw materials. 

“In fact, a careful scrutiny of the 
particular items that were changed and 
the exact trifling change of rate in 
each cese, shows how cunningly the 
revision was arranged in order to de- 
cefve the public.”’ 


Taft's Figures Attacked. 


Senator Dolliver prefaced his review 
of some of the schedules and items 
of the new tariff law by saying:

hiministralion Measure Is Fi 
nally Passed by Vole of 200 
lor and 126 Against 


MANY RADICAL CHANGES 
MADE IN EXISTING LAW 


Some Améndments Made to 
Bill Which Administration 
Leaders Opposed---Every In- 
surgent Voted for, the Bill, 
and Fourteen Democrats. 
Taft Is Greatly Pleased. 


Washington, May 10.—Without a sin- 
sie dissenting republican vote the 
house today passed the. railroad bili, 
one of the chief measures that Presi- 
dent Taft wished enacted at the pres- 
ént session of congress. 

Not only did every republican place 
himself on the side of the measure 
either by his vote or by being pairea 


in its favor, but fourteen democrats 
jcined the majority to make the total 
vote in favor of the measure 200 te 
126. 

Taft Says He's Gratified. 

President Taft tonight said he wae 
deeply gratified over the passage of 
the measure. He was especially pleasea 
with the comfortable margin by whieh 
the commerce court featdTe was kept 
in the bill, for he regards this court 
as probably the most important for- 
ward step in the proposed law. 

As toc tie, amenamenrs ana a6ai- 
tional provisions added in the house, 
ihe president safd he did not feel that 
this was the time to discuss, them, nor 
that he was fully enough acquainted 
with the changes to discuss them. 

nererrgng to tne ciause proviaing 
for the physical vaivation of railroads, 
Mr. Taft pointed out that that power 
practically now rests with the inter- 
state commerce commission. and that 
the diffiquity in carrying out such @ 
plan always. »gs been found tn the 
enormous cost of the undertaking. 

When all the amendments adopted 
by thé house while in committée of 
the whole nad been agresea to Mr. 
Adamson, of Gedrgia, ‘sentor demo- 

cratic member of the minority’ 6n’ the 
committee reporting the bill, moved to 
re-commit it to the .committea with 
instructions that it be reported back 
with the .commerce court clause 
stricken out. This motion was de- 
feated 157 to 176. 

Bill Makes Many Changes. 

The bill makes many changes in the 
existing law, that, if accepted by the 
senate, will greatly affect interstate 
commerce. The court of commerce is 
created to adjudicate cases on appeal 
from the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. I¢ is provided that this court 
shall be organized by the justices of 
the supreme court of the United States, 
future appointments to membership on 
the court to be, made by them. 

Stock and bond issues of railroads 
are controlled by the bill. Under this 
clause a railroad before issuing any ad- 
ditional stock. must obtain an order 
trom the commission wnicnh must, 
among other things, fix the price at 
which the securities of the road may 
be sold. A similar provision is car- 
ried in respect to railroads which are 
arganized through the courts. A pro- 
vision is, made that upon the reorgans-: 
vation of a railroad through court pro- 
ecedings stocks and bonds cannot be 
issued for more than a fair value of 
the property.

The battle for theater honors has 
been coming for a long time and was 
practically unavoidable. 

The southern managers have been 
dissatisfied with the condition of af- 
fairs for a long time. They have 
Made every effort to get Klaw & Er- 
langer to agree to booking the Shu- 
berts and other independent producers 
and have absoluely failed. 

This. discontent grew -very strong 
about a year ago, and at the meeting 
of the southern managers a committee 
Was appointed to go to Klaw & Er- 
langer andi urge the importance ;of 
allowing the Shuberts and their allies 
to fill the open time in the southern 
houses. They were denied this privi- 


lege, and as Atlanta had taken a lead- ' 


ing part in the fight, Klaw & Erlanger 
immediately began negotiations for 
the Forsyth theater. Ben Kahn was 
authorized to buy control, but Kahn 
was unequal to the task and Wells 
and DeGive gained possession of the 
lease. This shut the syndicate out 
for a year and peace was apparently 
restored by the announcement of the 
signing of a contract between DeGive 
and the booking firm for a fifteen- 
year booking contract. 

A few days ago Henry DeGive and 
E. M. Horine went to New York and 
on Saturday night attended the or- 
ganization meeting of the National 
‘heater Owners’ Association and cast 
their lot for the “open door’ policy. 

Southern managers declare that they 
were forced to the “open doer” policy 
by the demand of their patrons, by 
the poor financial returns their houses 
brought and by the failure of Klaw 
and Erlanger to furnish them with 
shows sufficient in number and in 
merit to satisfy the public. 

Kiaw & Erlanger Answer. 

The Constitution has received the 
following story from New York relative 
to Klaw & Erlanger’s answer to this 
action: + 

“New York, May § 10.—(S8pecial.)— 

Klaw & HErilanger'’s “Syndicate” o- 
night answered the challenge of the 
Shubert-John Cort Theater Owners’ As- 
sociation by announcing that’ none of 
the attractions booked by Klaw & Er- 
langer woud play. in any of the so- 
eplled ‘open door’ theaters.

articles of general use were left at 
the old Dingley rates.” | 

Similar strictures were passed on 
the duties fixed for wood and its man- 
ufactures, while Senator Dolliver de- 
clared that the purported decreased 
rates on sugar consumed to the 
amount of $300,965,953, was “too great 
a joke to receive serious attention, 
for the reduction was but five cents 
per 100 pounds, and in order to derive 
a @ollars’ benefit from this change, 
even if the trust gave it to him, the 
consumer would have to eat a ton of 
sugar.”’ 

The rates on agricultural products, 
the senator said, “were also cunningly 
revised to pgoduce the appearance of 
‘real and’ substantial downward revis- 
ion,’ while examination shows’ the fig- 
ures to be incorrect.” 

The cotton manufacturers’ schedule, 
Senator .Dolliver stamped as “one of 
the most daringly iniquitous features 
of the new tariff in which the rates 
were either advanced or unchanged on 
articles of a consumptive value of 
$600,000,000, touching particularly cot- 
ton clothes for women’s and children’s 
summer wear.” 

Cunning Juggliery. 


In further detail, the senator said: 
“Schedule N—sundries, is the mas- 
terpiece, however, of cunning tariff 
jugglery to look like real revision 
down, for here the Aldrich table claims 
decreased rates on consumption value 
$1,719,428,069,. against $101,656,598 in- 
creased, and that the increases were 
only on luxuries. To be sure, they 
overlooked the increased rate on rub- 
ber goods, the consumption of wijich 
amounts to $60,000,000 per year.” 
Included in the grand total “is the 
item of ‘bituminous coal’ amounting to 
$932,344,733, of which we export seven 
times more than we import, and on 
which the remarkable reduction of 22 
cents per ton was made for the benefit 
only of the Atlantic seaboard manu- 
facturers, who may thereby get their 
coal a little cheaper from Nova Scotia. 
“There is also the reduction of 5 per 
cent on agricultural implements, of a 
consumption value of $84,432,164, which 
we produce more cheaply than any 
other nation and supply the world, 
having exported in 1907 $26,936,436 
worth, \No duty is needed for the pur- 
pose of protection.

Alleged Extension of Free List. 


In conclusion, Senator Dolliver said: 


“A great deal of stress had been laid 
upon the supposed enlargement of the 
free list, and yet the only new items 
on the free list of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff are--hides, a few semi-finished 
coal tar products, radium, works of 
art over twenty years old, miners’ ap- 
pliances and Brazil cream nuts. 

“If we keep on revising the tariff 
up on finished articles, the difference 
between the values of importations of 
dutiable and free goods will inevitably 
increase and the average rule of duty 
collected will decrease, even though no 
new articles are put on the free list. 
For example, if the rates on all ar- 
ticles now dutiable were made abso- 
lutely prohibitive and the free list al- 
lowed to remain as at present, all our 
imports would, of course, be free; but 
what would be the effect upon the 
prices of finished articles and conse- 
quent cost of living to the people?” 


, Great Ovation for Cummina. 


Senator Cummins was given a tre- 
mendous ovation when he arose to 
speak. He seconded the speech of 
Senator Dolliver and urged the pro- 
gressive republicans to return progres- 
sive congressmen to Washington and 
to support Warren Garst for governor. 
He said in part: 

“While the purpose of my visit to 
Iowa at this time is to say a word for 
otheis, I do not pretend to be alto- 
gether unselfish, before we approach 
the main subject of my address.

A NEW PRIVATE 
SANITARIUM 


Dr. Marion T. Davis Talks In- 
terestingly of His Work in 
Reclaiming Those Addicted 
to Drugs and Drink.

By Report of Methodist 
Committee on Revisals.

Seventeen Votes Against Me- 
morial of Women and Only 
Six For---Committee on the 
Itineracy in Favor of Chang- 
ing the Time Limit. : 


Asheville, N. C., May 10.—Today’s 
session of the general conference was 
marked by an absence of debate on 
any of the vital questions which are 
before the body. 

The Vanderbily University matter 
and the womian's question were not 
mentioned. On tomorrow the commit- 
tee dn itinerancy will bring in a re- 
port relative to the time limit. 
thought tHat thé majority of the com- 
mittee is in favor of changing the law 
which now allows a minister to remain 
in his charge for four years only. Many 
in the conference are in favor of abol- 
ishing the limit entirely, each congre- 
gation with the consent of the bishop 
to retain its pastor so long as he is 
satisfactory to the annual conference 
and his congregation. 

The auditorium was crowded tonight 
to hear addresses from Bishops Hoss 
and Candler and other spedkers on 
the proposed half-million dollar church 
to be erected in Washington. 

The Women Turned Down. 

At a meeting of the committke on 
revisals held tonight the question of 
equal rights of the women with that of 
the laity was thoroughly debated and 
after a long session by a vote of 17 to 
6, the committee voted against the me- 
morial presented by the women, in 
which they asked for equal répresen- 
tation with the men, and will report 
to the conference non-concyurrence. A 
minority report will also be presented 
by the six gentlemen who voted in 
favor of the women. 

By a vote of 13 to 3 the appeals com- 
mittee of the general conference at a 
session held today sustained the de- 
cision of the South Carolina conference 
which recently expelled the Rev. Cc. 
W. Creighton, of Greenwood, S. C.,, 
from the ministry of the church on a 
charge of disloyalty. This action of 
the general conference committee is 
final. 

The charges against the deposed 
minister grew out of his publication 
of a paper in Greenwood known as 
the Christian Appeal, in which were 


antagonistic articles relating to church 
matters. 


Preachers Didpn’t Fight, 


Dr. W. F. McMurray and Dr. A. I. 
Andrews, two of the delegates to the 
general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, South, who were re- 
ported last night to have had a per- 
sonal encounter in connection with the 
election of bishops at the conference, 
issued denials of trouble between them. 
Dr. McMurray declared the reports 
were an outrage to the principals and 
the entire conferente, while Dr. ‘An- 
drews stated that the parties interest- 
ed were never on more friendly terms. 

There was considerable discussion on 
the question of an assessment of two 
and a half cents per member for the 
erection of a representative Southern 
Methodist church in Washington, D. C. 
The convention finally endorsed this 
project by resolution, but left the 
method of raising the assessment to 
the discretion of the board of church 
extension. 

Use of Tobacco by Preachers. 

A majority and minority report was 
submitted by the committee on tem- 
perance in reference to the use of to- 
bacco by ministers. Both reports were 
referred to the calendar. 

The committee on federation report- 
ed that no plans are being considered 
for the union of the three bodles of 
German Methodists in Texas and that 
such union was not €xpedient. 

A resolution empowering church 
trustees to mortgage church property 
was concurred in and passed by the 
conference. 


Socialists to Have Ticket. 

Columbus, Ga., May 10—(Spectal.)— 
The socialists of Phenix City, Ala.. plan 
to put out a full municipal ticket. A 
meeting has been called for next Sun- 
day afternoon and it is said that candi- 
dates for mayor, marshal and other 
offices will be nominated.

Deliberately Falsified. 

Bill has deliberately falsified in ref- 
erence to his going over to the re- 
publicans on March 15, 1909.

Then came the resolutions offered 
by Hon. Champ Clark. These are the 
resolutions which Bill Howard delib- 
erately misrepresented. If you will 
examine the resolutions for yourself 
(they appear on page 7 of the Con- 
gressional Record for that day), 
you will see that Mr. Clark 
proposed to amend the rules by 
having the house elect for itself a 
committee on rules, which should con- 
sist of 15 members, and which should 
elect its own chairman. In other words. 
Mr. Clark’s resolutions proposed an 
absolute overthrow of Speaker Cannon.

HAVE YOU SEEN THE COMET? 


HOW THE SKY TRAMP LOOKS 


Have you seen the comet? 

That question is being asked all 
over the city, and if you are not able 
to answer “yes” you. are simply not 
in it. 

A representative of The Constitu- 
tion was assigned to take areportorial 
squint at Halley's comet, and he did so 
early Tuesday morning. 

At exactly 3:15 o'clock he arose, 
took a stand in the street where he 
had a good view of the eastern skies, 
and lo, and behold, there was the 
comet! 

If anybody tells you the comet is as 
big as a cart wheel and its tail as 
bright as an electric light and several 
miles long, you can either put it down 
that he hasn't really seen the comet or 
he is— $ 


But the comet is, nevertheless, a 


fine astronomical sight. At 3:15 
o’clock it is about an hour above the 
horizon and can be seen distinctly, al- 
though its tail is somewhat hazy, even 
on a clear morning. It is due east and 
the tail extends upward and to the 
south at an angle of about 45 degrees. 
The head appears to be as large as the 
largest star and the tail extends 
across the sky some two hundred feet 
by our visual measurement. 

It is now the fad to have “comet 
parties.” People living in the same 
neighborhood arrange for an early 
rising, and they all go out together 
between 8 and 3:30 o'clock in the 
morning and get a view of the comet 
so they can talk about it. 

If you haven’t seen the comet, do so 
at once. 

Next week the earth is scheduled to

There Will Be Very Little 
Change in the Tem- 
perature. 


Encouraged by yesterday’s sunshine, 
the weather man ventures to predict 
fair weather for today, but accompa- 
nies that forecast by the statement 
that there will be but little change of 
temperature. A distinct coolness still 
chills the atmosphere, and only in the 
sunshine does an agreeable warmth 
suggest that it is almost the middle of 
the month of May. 

Temperatures are generally higher, 
however, in the west, and in other sec- 
tions of the country, which augurs fa- 
vorably for increased warmth in At- 
lanta and vicinity within the next few 
days.

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Uncle Sam’s Pay Train 
Coming to Ga. With 
Part of $4,000,000. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, May 
Uncle Sam's pay train is on the way 
to Georgia with part of $4,000,000 


which will be paid to the descendants 


of the Cherokee Indians who sur- 
rendered to the government in 1835 
land that now constitutes part of the 
states of Georgia, Tennessee, North 
Carolina and Alabama. Each descend- 
ant of these old braves making up the 
tribe of eastern Cherokees will re- 
ceive $133.19. There are 30,876 names 
on the rolis of the interior depart- 
ment who will share in the distribu- 
tion. Guion Miller, special commis- 
sioner of the United States court of 
claims, will make the payments. He 
left Washington today with a bundle 
of drafts on the United States treas- 
ury. 

At the time of signing of the treaty 
the Indians were marched off their 
land and conducted to the reservation 
in what was then Indian Territory by 
Chief Ross with an escort of United 
States troops. Most of the descend- 
ants of the original tribe have re- 
mained on the reservation, but a few 
of them have come to the eastern 
southern states and some of them now 
own lands of ,their own there and 
others are engaged in farming for 
piantation owners. 

The prosecution of the claim of the 
Cherokees was a long.task and was 
conducted by Senator Owens, who was 
then a practicing attorney, and an as- 
sociate. who has since died. The court 
of claims issued the order for the pay- 
ment of the Indians on May 28, 1906, 


and shortly after that date congress | 


appropriated the money. 

Mr. Miller has been working for the 
past four years in preparing a roll of 
the Cherokees entitled to payment and 
is now engaged in the last step of the 
satisfattion of the claim.

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GUARDING ATLANTA’S DRINKING WATER. — 


Unanimously indorsing the recommendation of General Man- 
ager W. Z. Smith, the board of water commissioners has petitioned 
council to ‘appropriate sufficient funds to employ a chemist who 
shall daily analyze for impurities the drinking water of Atlanta. 

The Constitution—doubtless the majority af people in Atlanta 
—had all along been under the impression that so fundamental a 
safeguard had been of effect for many years. 

It appears, however, that the city bacteriologist, pressed by 
other duties, has been able to make such examinations only at “fre- 
quent intervals.” 

“Frequent intervals” of inspection are radically inadequate to 
safeguard the health of the people of- Atlanta. 

Examinations should be made daily—several times daily, if nec- 
essary. 

At anyemoment, at any hour contamination of malignant bac- 
teria may, unknown to the officials, find a lodgment in the city's 
water supply. 

Daily inspection is indispensable to the detection and elimina- 
tion of such mienaces. 

In New Orleans a chemist employed by the city does nothing 
else than to test the city water throughout the day. 

In the vast majority of other American cities a similar system 
is rigidly enforced. 

It is, in effect, a protecting wall between death and disease, and 
the people of a city. 

By all means, council should grant the request of the water 
board. Municipal health comes first.

THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT. 

That is the inescapable conclusion rising out of the attorney 
general’s rejoinder to the request of the senate for information 
touching the accountability of the bear contingent in the present 
market imbroglio. 

When the request reached Mr. Wickersham, he sent it back 
with a flat refusal, intimating that the department was committed 
to probing the culpability of the BULL element, and letting it be 
understood that he was not the “hired man” of the senate. 

There is no hope that the decision of the attorney general 
originates in impulse that may be amenable to changed conviction. 
It bears all the earmarks of deliberation. 

It follows with too startling and swift corroboration his eager 
plunge to the rescue of the bear gamesters to justify the faint hope 
that in his first blunder he was the victim of deception.

DR. W. L. C. HUNNICUTT 
DIES IN MISSISSIPPI 


Was Well Known in Georgia, 
the State of His 
Birth. 


News was received in Atlanta yester- 
day of the death at Jackson, Miss., the 
day before, of Rev. Dr. W. L. C. Hunni- 
cutt, a well-Known Methodist minister, 
and a native of Coweta county, Geor- 
gia. 

Dr. Hunnicutt was 72 vears old. He 
was a brother of Dr. John A. Hunni- 
cutt, now living at Athens, and of the 
late J. B. Hunnicutt, of Atlanta, ed- 
itor of The Southern Cultivator.

Prominent Bostwick Farmer Is

On Reported Fever Epi- 
demic at Institution.

Only Four Cases of Typhoid 

- Fever Developed at Wesley- 
an---School Closed Merely as 
Matter of Precaution. — 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., May 10.— 
(Special.)—Although several days have 
been devoted to an effort by President 
Ainsworth and the trustees of Wes- 
leyan college to allay all unnecessary 


excitement about the reported cases of 
fever in the institution, much has been 
given publicity since yesterday, and 
now an authenticated statement is 
signed by President Ainsworth, Chair- 
man Isaac Hardeman, of the board of 
trustees, and Dupont Guerry, chairman 
of the executive committee, which ful- 
ly dispels alarm and explains the very 
careful and conservative movements 
that have been made at the institution. 

The graduating young ladies will be 
returned, and the exercises that are 
held during a regular commencement 
will be, in a measure, carried out. A 
large number of them will remain in 
Macon, but the undergraduates will be 
allowed to go home. 

The statement regarding the situa- 
tion is as follows: 


“In order to lay at rest erroneous 
and exaggerated reports concerning 
the closing of the spring term of Wes- 
lean college by the executive commit- 
tee on yesterday, I desire to issue this 
frank and correct statement of facts. 

“We have had within the mst two 
weeks four cases of typhoid fever, and 
also two other cases of suspicious but 
uncertain type. . 

“So far the cause has not been as- 
certained, but the surroundings of the 
college will be carefully looked into 
and any fault corrected; but as the 
term is nearly over, lacking less than 
three weeks of work, the executive 
committee decided, on motion of the 
president cf the college and on the 
advice of the attending physicians, to 
take the above mentioned precaution- 
ary step to guard the welfare of all 
concerned. Thig abbreviation of the 
term will not interfere with the grad- 
uation of the seniors, whose work was 
about complete, nor with the advance- 
ment f the other pupils, 

“This step, I am sure, will be deeply 
appreciated by our patrons, whose 
daughters’ welfare we wished to guard 
at every point. 

“Besides this amount of sickness, 
which is by no means large in so great 
a student body, the health record of 
the college has been almost perfect for 
many years. There was no gserious 
alarm at the college, and almost unan- 
imously our young iadies are protest- 
ing earnestly against this earlier clos- 
ing of the term. 

“The time is really needed for im- 
provemeats that are contemplated dur- 
ing the summer, and when the young 
ladies return in September, they will 
find many improvements and a greater 
Wesleyan beginning to be.”
